After the results are published, there are always a 
few irate motorists who rush to their dealers and com- 
plain, “Either there’s something wrong with the car you 
sold me, or there’s something faked in the economy run

“You're just not a smart driver,” the dealer may reply 
If challenged, he often proceeds to prove it. He may get 
behind the wheel of his customer's car for a 5-mile test 
run, and drive it as it should be driven. The saving al- 


ways startles the owner. 
Copy techniques—save gas 


Whatever the weight and price of your car, whatever 
its age, you can get at least 5 more miles per gallon if you 
copy the techniques used by expert competitive drivers 
These economy tricks don’t require high skill. They just 
call for a little patience, knowledge, and forethought 
Here they are 

Snap shifting. Expert drivers go into high gear by the 
time they are moving 15 miles per hour. Low gear may 
eat up 50 percent more fuel than high does, and second 
gear uses 15 to 20 percent more, when a car is moving 
even as slowly as 20 miles per hour. Get into high gear 
quickly. 

Slow getaways. The jack-rabbit start to beat anothe: 
driver is one of the commonest and silliest faults of many 
motorists. An expert doesn’t gun his motor except in dire 
necessity. He knows that a fast pickup can cost 60 percent 
more gas than normal driving 

Looking ahead. Why keep your foot on the gas if there's 
a red light a block ahead of you? ‘Time after time, throt- 
tle-bouncing drivers approach a stop signal like a runner 
sliding into second base —they dash up to it at breakneck 


speed, then slam on the brakes at the last moment

behind at the last traffic light, has 
made a slow, easy start and has 
drifted along, watching the next 
light. He times himself so he reaches 
it after it turns green, and so he 
rolls past without having to touch 
his brakes or shilt gears. 

For similar reasons, a smart 
driver always watches traffic situ- 
ations far ahead. If slow-moving 
vehicles are blocking all lanes, he 
slows down long before he’s on top 
of them. Why should he waste gas 
by approaching them full ult, and 
waste more gas by sudden braking 
when he gets to them? Three to 7 
cubic centimeters of gasoline are 
wasted every time you spill gas out 
of the bowl by abruptly wamping 
on the brake pedal, according to 
Ralph De Palma, veteran king of 
the world’s automobile drivers. 

Easing up. Les Viland, a fre- 
quent winner in economy runs, has 
proved that a car can get 20 per- 
cent better mileage simply by stay- 
ing under 55 and easing through 
trafe patiently enough to avoid 
braking hard at boulevard stops or 
trafhic lights. Economy-run drivers 
tread so lightly on the throttle that 
many of them wear a bedroom 
slipper for delicate feel. A gentle, 
steady touch keeps the car rolling 
at an even speed and saves gaso- 
line. When you drive 65 miles an 
hour, you are spending 3.86 cents 
per mile for gas, on the average 
But, when you drive at 35, you 
spend an average of only 1.44 cents 

Moreover, any sudden speed-up 
to pass another car jostles gas out 
of the bowl as well as spurting it 
wastefully out the exhaust. Weav- 
ing in and out of trafhe means 
more use of the brakes—-and gaso- 
line. The better the driver, the less 
he has to use his brakes. He not 
only treads lightly on the gas; hall 
the time, he isn’t stepping on it at 
all. He’s coasting, letting the en- 
braking as he ap- 
proaches intersections or in traffic 

Filling up. By filling the gas 
tank often, you save money. Air in 
the tank mixes with gas, leaving 
moisture which is hard on the motor. 

Watching wind resistance. 
Luggage racks, sun shields, and 
other extra equipment on the out- 
side of the car add to its wind re- 
sistance, thereby causing it to use 
more gasoline, The same principle 
applies to open windows. In the 
keenly competitive economy run, 
drivers keep all windows tghtly 
shut no matter how hot the wea- 
ther. Nor do, they turn on cooling 
systems. That uses up gas, too. 

These drivers watch tumble- 
weeds, trees, and even stray bits of 
paper to see how the wind is blow- 
ing. They drive slower when buck- 
ing head winds, and make it up on 
the downgrades or when they have 
tail winds. On upgrades, the ex- 
perts leave their motors in high 
gear until the speed drops to about 
25 miles per hour. 

Idling with care. Racing an idle 
motor is a common fault that crops

a car. Don’t race your engine. And 
don’t use the clutch to hold your 
ar on a hill; the brake is safer and 
thriftier. When you are parked, al- 
iys shut off your engine.

Using the windshield wipers. 
Here's a last-resort stratagem to 
remember if your tank is almost 
dry and you're trying to eke out 
the distance to a gas station. Turn 
on your windshield wipers! If it is 
a vacuum-type wiper, it will make 
each drop of gasoline take you a 
lithe farther. One smart driver 
discovered this stunt in an econo- 
my run a few years ago, and got 
phenomenal mileage by keeping 
the wipers going for 800 miles. The 
rules were tightened thereafter to 
prevent use of wipers except when 
genuinely needed. 

Sparing the choke. Be sure the 
choke is pushed in as soon as pos- 
sible after starting. If it’s automat- 
ic, make sure it’s in adjustment. 

The above techniques will give 
any car better mileage, especially 
in the stop-and-start driving which 
most of us have to do every day. 
However, to equal the mileage 
records hung up in the economy 
run, you would need to put your 
car in tptop condition, 

You should adjust the carburetor 
for a lean mix and a low idle. A 
richer mixture (more gas with the 
air) will give you a quicker geta- 
way and more speed, but you'll pay 
for it in fuel costs. 

You also should ask a good me- 
chanic to check your spark timing. 
An overretarded spark robs you of 
power, while an overadvanced one 
means that you waste power. Either 
gas bill goes up. 

A carburetor correction is need- 
ed about every 14,000 miles. A 
really expert tune-up can add 4 to 
6 miles per gallon of gas. Its well 
to remember, too, that timing and 
carburetor are not always properly 
adjusted, even on new cars. 

The air filter should be kept 
clean, and the exhaust lines and 
mufHer changed every 30,000 
miles. Ask a good mechanic about 
the right oil weight for your car. 
De Palma figures that the wrong 
oil weight can cause a loss of as 
much as seven-tenths of a mile per

As soon as you're sure that your 
car is in good shape and that you 
are driving it smoothly and expert- 
ly, you can stage an economy run 
of your own to test yourself. Jot 
down your speedometer mileage 
when you have the tank filled. As 
soon as you need gas again, fill the 
tank once more. Write down the 
new reading and gas needed. 

The first reading minus the sec- 
ond reading, divided by the gal- 
lons you used equals your miles 
per gallon. To get an average, keep 
the record for at least five fillings. 
If you’ve followed the rules, you 
too can brag about your mileage!

New outlook on tall corn 


Tall corn, once the pride of the Midwest, is under 
hopeful scrutiny by economy-minded experts. They 
want to shorten it 

They say there’s just too much waste—space, plant 
food, water-—-in growing corn 10 feet tall to get two 
12-inch ears. Corn doesn’t have to grow that tall to 
make big ears, say scientists at the Illinois College of 
Agriculture. So they are testing 50 strains of corn that 
grow from 2 to 5 feet tall. 

If short-stalked sweet corn can be developed from 
these strains, this crop will become a lot more practical 


in home gardens 
Acid dip stops gladiolus rot 


Peracetic acid looks like a good control for storage 
rots in gladiolus corms. Reporting to horticultural 
scientists at Madison, Wisconsin, Dr. Benjamin Wolf 
showed that a 5- to 10-minute dip in a solution of the 
acid cut the number of infected bulbs to one-fourth 


as many as in the untreated, control group. 


Plant-food form improved 


Soil chemists have given gardeners another new tool. 
It is a new family of plant foods called ‘‘chelated” 
compounds 

The term “‘chelated”’ describes to chemists how the 
compounds are formed, and how they will react when 
subjected to chemical action in the soil 

Their characteristic stability—-which keeps them 
from combining with other chemicals in the soil and 
thus becoming unusable by plants—makes them im- 
portant to gardeners. ‘They remain soluble and usable 
by plants for a long time after they are applied to the 
soil 

By applying phosphorous and potash in chelated 
form, you can use less plant food, and add it less often. 

A chemical formulation, tentatively named K-Phos, 
will be included in some commercial plant foods

Wetwood, a disfiguring disease of elms, has been con- 
trolled experimentally with sulfanilamide.

One patient. contined to bed 
for months, was able to sit up in two days and 
began walking six days alter receiving the new 
compound, 9-alpha-tluoro-hydrocortisone. Ben- 
efits appeared in 6 to 14 hours in every case. Dr. 
Edward W. Boland of Los Angeles reported 
these results of preliminary trials on a very few 
patients, and his findings were confirmed by 
teams from the National Institutes of Health and 
Harvard University. Many more trials must be 
made before the benefits -and possible toxic side 
eflects —of the supercortisone tablets are well 
understood. If the bright promise holds up and 
the drug is released for general use, the research- 
ers estimate, it might help more than 50 percent 
of all arthritis victims. 


A new victory over cancer tmiay be locked 
in the secrets of the body’s “boss gland.” the 
pituitary. The tiny, fingernail-size organ at the 
hase of the brain sends out hormones that trigger 
the adrenals, regulate the sex glands and thy- 
roid, promote growth, and perform an amazingly 
complex series of other functions. And some- 
thing in the pituitary hormones promotes the 
growth and spread of some cancers. 

Three big groups of medical researchers, 
working with cautious skill, have removed the 
pituitary glands of 55 last-ditch cancer patients 
Phe results, though preliminary, are hopeful. At 
the very least, the doctors reported, the delicate 
operation may prolong life and ease pain in the 
last stages of cancer 

Dr. O. H. Pearson and his associates at Me- 
morial Center and New York Hospital per- 
formed the surgery on 39 patients. Two of five 
with breast cancer showed real benefit, as did 
one of three with cancer of the prostate gland, A 
dozen patients are sull alive. The brightest report 
came from Dr. Jose A. Schutte of Havana, who 
tried the operation on a dying woman who had 
already lost both breasts to a vicious, fast- 


spreading malignancy. ‘The spectacular result: 


The housewife is alive and well today, 18 months 
later, and almost every sign of cancer has disap- 
peared, There must be at least five cancer-free 
years, however, before doctors can think of pro- 
nouncing her cured 

Removal of the pituitary brought startling 
improvement to some victims of juvenile diabe- 
tes, a serious form of the disease which affects 
kidneys and blood vessels and often causes death. 
Dr. Laurance Kinsell of Oakland. California, 
found that the operation cut insulin require- 
ments 80 percent and converted the diabetes to 
a mild form in four cases. 


A pill that drives the blues away has 
given a gentle, sustained——and badly needed 

lift to housewives and factory workers alike. Dr. 
M. L. Bankoff and B. M. Kohrman of Michigan 
City, Indiana, reported that two or three daily 
tablets of the new drug, Plexonal, soothed anx- 
ieties and nervousness and banished even severe 
depression in nearly all of 57 patients. If these 
early results are confirmed, the doctors believe, 
use of this new mixture of barbiturates and two 
“antiblues” chemicals may keep many tempo- 
rarily unhappy people from sliding downhill into 


really serious emotional states 


Sex hormones can give women a drink at the 
fountain of youth after they reach middle age, 
contributing to buoyant health, a more youthful 
figure, softer skin, and emotional fulfillment, ac- 
cording to Dr. E. Kost Sheldon of the University 
of California at Los Angeles. He emphasized that 
the estrogens must be used cautiously under a 
physician’s supervision, and only by those wom- 
en whose aging is definitely attributable to a 
hormone deficiency. In many such cases, the sex 
hormones were credited with adding life to the 
vears that medical science has tacked onto the 
woman’s lifespan, enabling her to “hold her own 


with women even 20 years her junior.” 


The anesthetic of the future may prove to 
be a new drug that makes people insensible to 
pain but leaves them conscious, able to move 
and obey orders yet with no memory of the 
operation after it’s all over. A report by Dr. John 
S. Lundy, chief of anesthesiology at the Mayo 
Clinic, indicates that this prospect may be just

But deaths 
among the newborn are outranked only by 
those from heart disease and cancer. Still, they 


rouse no public concern. Why do they die, 


these little ones? Can they be saved? 


acceptance of an occurrence that brings heartbreak to so 
many American couples? 

‘The public doesn’t know. It hits only the families con- 
cerned,” answered Dr. William J. Dieckmann, director of 
the famed Chicago Lying-in Hospital. “Yet, right now, here 
in the hospital, there is a woman who has had six pregnan- 
cies. She has only one child to show for them. We have an- 
other patient who has had five pregnancies and no living 
baby out of it. She is willing to do anything to have a baby 
that will live.” 

Are they unavoidable- these deaths among our newborn? 
Must parents and doctors watch helplessly while these 
cherished flickers of life are extinguished? 

The erim-faced, dedicated men and women who work 
with these tiny, tragic beings and study their deaths won't 
accept such a verdict. 

One of these researchers is Dr. George W. Anderson, as- 
sistant professor of obstetrics at Johns Hopkins University 
and Hospital in Baltimore. Working under the internation- 
ally renowned Dr. Nicholson J. Eastman, head of Johns 
Hopkins’ department of obstetrics, and with financial aid 
from the Playtex Park Research Institute, Doctor Anderson 
is devoting 17 to 18 hours each day to research and teaching 
on the subject of fetal and neonatal pathology. 

Autopsies and detailed pathological examinations have 
been performed on the bodies of more than 90 percent of the 
newborn babies who have died at Johns Hopkins hospital in 
the past several years. 

*But.’ Doctor Anderson told me, ‘*We are not going to 
get the answers from post-mol tems alone. 

“We know the causes of newborn mortality, but prevent- 
ing those causes is another matter.” 


Why do these infants die? All investigators agree that pre- 
maturity leads the list as the greatest single factor among 
fetal (dead before birth or stillborn) and neonatal (occuring 


during the first month) deaths in this country. 


Prematurity is chief threat 

Doctor Anderson emphasized this: “Eliminate prematu- 
rity, and we will have taken a tremendous step toward reduc- 
ing neonatal mortalitv. There needs to be research on what 
causes the onset of labor—-what triggers those muscles that 
start a patient into labor contractions.” 

Some premature births, of course, are not spontaneous, 
They are the result of labor having been induced (deliberate- 
lv started early) or of Caesarean section (the surgical de-

$24,000 in dwelling-and-contents insurance. The policies 


paid in full, but his loss was $50,000

had insurance for more than 73 percent of the cash value 
of his home. Men who work with the reports say the 
sample was typical and would be the same for any city 

Po make certain you are not among the gambling 
homeowners, your best bet will be a well-organized in- 


surance program. But what kind. and how much? 


Four types of insurance 


Phere are four types of insurance in which you will be 
interested. They are: Fire insurance on the dwelling and 
is contents. An extended-coverage endorsement to in- 
sure against other hazards of nature and of man. Pro- 
tection against the loss that can come from theft. And a 
bulwark of financial aid if a damage suit results because

A good relationship with the teacher is basic to the child's 
adjustment; a positive attitude on the part of his parents ts 
very iniportant 

Don't judge the teacher too hastily. A teacher who ap- 
pears to be “too strict’ but who is, at heart, caring, may 
prove to be fair and consistent. One who seems young and 
inexperienced, but who is well trained, may be adored by 
the children and prove to be quite able 

If a child hears his own parents criticize his teacher, he is 
apt to be confused in his relationship with that teacher. 


Obey the rules 


Another point in the parents’ positive attitude toward 
school is intelligent regard for the school’s rules. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Landis learned their son was one 
week too young to enter first grade, and therefore had to 
attend kindergarten, they were very upset. ‘Do you realize 
what that means?” they cried. ‘Our child will be losing out 
by a whole year!” 

[his made the youngster feel that kindergarten was a very 
babyish place to be, and he was reluctant to go to school at 
all, giving the parents cause for further complaint. 

\fter this initial trouble subsided, kindergarten proved 
to be perfectly suitable for this 5!o-year-old. 

\cceptance of school rules has nothing to do with parents’ 
concern over the school’s real limitations, or efforts to im- 
prove the school for a// children. Children, too, can under- 
stand such concern, but only after their personal adjustment 
to school has taken place 

The younger the child, the more it is necessary for him to 
feel absolutely sure he will get safely home after school. 

Children are often concerned also about getting fo school 
on time. Children’s sense of time at this age is still quite 
limited. Emotional factors can easily upset even that limited 
sense. A grownup’s help is therefore very desirable. 

Phere is so much responsibility in starting school! 

Although 5- and 6-year-olds, with support from. their 
parents, are generally able to meet it pretty well, once in a 
while, they will act “Sbabyish.”” A child who is thought to be 
independent is apt to cling to mother and want to cuddle 
up. Atsuch times, his parents should not overdo telling him, 
‘You are a big boy, now. You go to school, so don’t act like 
a baby.’ Acting “grown-up” at school is far from automatic 
Occasional, comfortable lapses into babyish behavior are 


perfectly normal 


Will get attention 


\ big step is taken by parents, too, when their child first 
goes to school. They have to let go of some of their protec- 
tiveness and apprehensiveness that their child will not re- 
ceive all the attention he deserves 

Of course, he might not, depending on the school and the 
teacher. But even if he doesn’t, it is likely that he will get 
enough attention to overcome initial troubles and enjoy 
S¢ hool 

I've heard this about 5-year-old Mary Ellen, who has 
been a month in school 

“Oh, Mommy! 
when I get up, there is going to be a big sun shining. You 


she confided at bedtime. ** Tomorrow 


know why? Because [ am going to school tomorrow. And the 
day after tomorrow, there is going to be a bigger sun shin- 
ing! You know whv? Because, day after tomorrow, our class 
is going to a farm.”

Start at top of your house and work down 


Undercoat edges of weath- 
erboarding first, making sure 
cracks are filled with paint. 
Never dip the brush into 
the paint more than a third of 
the length of brush bristles.

real indication for such procedure 
Doctor Gellis told me: ‘The 
relationship between Caesarean 
section and those babies who de- 
velop pulmonary hyaline mem- 
brane is extremely significant. The 
baby born by Caesarean section is 
delivered through a pool of amnio- 
tic fluid; frequently his first breath 
is taken while his face is immersed 
in this fluid 
“Cn the other hand, the infant 
delivered through natural processes 
runs far less risk, since most of the 
amniotic fluid has drained away 
with the rupturing of the mem- 
branes before the baby is born. In 
addition, the passage of the baby 
through the birth canal has a 
wringer effect which is denied the 
infant born by section. 
“Withholding Caesarean section 
in the face of clear-cut indications 
can be damaving to the mother and 
baby. For example, if the mother’s 
pelvis is too small, the risk of section 
to mother and infant is less than 
the risk of delivery from below 
‘Too, if the mother has a disease 
which makes labor a_ risk, she 
should be delivered by section 
“Only, too often, women desire 
delivery by section with no medical 
indication for such a procedure 
These women should be made fully 
aware of the possible dangers for 
their infants from this type of birth 
The Caesarean-section rate in 
this country is needlessly high, and 
the indiscriminate use of section 
delivery plays a very definite role 
in our neonatal mortality 
Phe technique of Caesarean 
section has been so well developed 
in modern times that the hazard to 
the mother is practically nil. How- 
ever, increasing attention must be 
given to the danger to the infant in- 
herent in this method of delivery 
Doctor Gellis continued: “The 
infant delivered by section has a 
large quantity of amniotic thuid in 
his stomach which he has swallowed 
while still inside the mother. In- 
fants delivered through the pelvis 
have practically none of the fluid 
in the stomach, for it is forced out 
of the baby as he is pressed through 
the birth canal 
The section baby frequently 
vomits up this fluid for several 
hours after birth and may suck 
some of it back into his lungs. There 
it may Cause severe irritation, be- 
cause it contains acid secreted by 
the stomach 
“For this reason, in all infants 
born by section, we routinely emp- 
ty out the stomach by tube imme- 
diately after birth. 
“We place all Caesarean sec- 
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tions or prematures as quickly as 
possible into incubators containing 
oxygen and mist. If no difficulty 
with breathing occurs during the 
first 24 hours of life, the danger of 
hyaline membranes forming is past, 
and oxygen and mist are discon- 
tinued. Should respiratory distress 
occur, the administration of mist 
and oxygen is continued. 

“We also stress the withholding 
of feedings from such infants, be- 
cause they feed poorly and vomit 
easily. In some cases, feedings are 
withheld for as muc h as 3-4 days, 
sometimes even longer. 

“We administer penicillin and 
streptomycin to all these infants to 
prevent pneumonia from _com- 
plicating their basic dis 

Doctor Dieckmann of the Chi- 
cago Lying-in Hospital also con- 
firmed that he and his staff have 
noted a relationship between Cae- 
sarean section and the incidence of 
pulmonary hyaline membrane. 

In an effort to reduce this hazard, 
the Chicago Lying-in Hospital has 
for the past eight months instituted 
a policy of doing as close as possible 
to the expected delivery date those 
Caesarean sections that are neces- 
sary. And the hospital authorities 
have noted fewer cases of pulmo- 
nary hyaline membrane following 
Caesarean section so far this year 





than for the same period last year 

However, as Doctor Dieckmann 
pointed out, such a policy neces- 
sarily involves obstetrical judg- 
ment. If the mother has high blood 
pressure, or is bleeding, the obste- 
trician must ask himself, “Should 
we wait until the baby gets a little 
bigger or should we do a section 


now 


Oxygen lack kills other ways 


Nature has provided the unborn 
infant with the ability to exist in his 
mother’s uterus on a low concen- 
tration of oxygen at very low pres- 
sure. It has been said of the oxygen 
environment of the fetus that “it 
would kill husky adults within a 
few minutes,’ unless they were ac- 
climatized over long periods of 
time or were provided with oxygen 
equipment 

Sut, although the fetus gets along 
very well on the low oxygen pres- 
sure normally provided for it in the 
uterus, it is greatly affected if that 
oxygen supply is reduced any fur- 
ther. Unfortunately, this sometimes 
occurs, lor various reasons. 

The placenta may separate, par- 
tially or completely, from the 
uterus. This lowers or cuts off the 
oxygen-carrying blood to the fetus 
Prolonged labor contractions, as- 
phyxiating anesthetics during de- 
livery, birth injury, congenital 
malformations, a diseased condition 

any of these circumstances will 
likewise reduce the oxygen supply 
to the infant

vented —birth injury and asphyx- 
iating anesthetics, for instance.

And if you live in the bluegrass 
belt, youll be way ahead if you start in late August. This 
is a full month earlier than previously recommended. 
Pests show that bluegrass will germinate in 8 days when 
the weather is warm, may take 0 days in mid-September. 

sefore you start your lawn program, take a look at the 
map and note the grasses that are best adapted to your 
area.

If you live in the South, choose from the warm-season 
group, like Bermuda grass. These grasses grow best at 
higher temperatures and go dormant in the winter. 

And along the Gulf Coast and parts of California, you 
can use any of the warm-season grasses plus St. Augustine 
and carpetgrass. These latter grasses make a vigorous, 
tough lawn, but they won't take cold weather. 


Grasses for the North 
Bluegrasses. For years, bluegrass has been the standard 
by which other cool-season grasses were measured. It has 
a rich green color and good texture and is fairly resistant 
to invasion by weeds. Unfortunately, it doesn’t grow well 
in hot weather, is susceptible to many diseases. 

The new Merion strain of bluegrass is better in both 
respects. It keeps growing until the temperature goes into 
the 90°s, and is resistant to leaf-spot diseases. It is deep- 
rooted, and will thrive on remarkably litthe water. The 
seed is still expensive, but a litte goes a long way. One 
pound for cach 1,000 square feet will establish a good 
lawn on a new seedbed., 

If you want to start a new lawn, you can sow Merion 
The seed germinates best in the warm 
If you want to 
introduce Merion into an old sod, you'll have to wait 


now. Don’t wait 
days of late August and early September 


until spring. The trick is to sow it when the older grass is 
dormant and while the soil is honeycombed with frost 
cracks. 

Bentgrasses. Bentgrasses account for many of the 
beautiful lawns in New England and the Pacific North- 
west. They can be used wherever a cool-season grass is 
needed, but they require more water and plant food than 
bluegrasses. 

New bents showing great promise are Astoria and 
Highland Both make a thick, drouth-resistant turf, and 
both will grow in light shade. Highland is particularly 
good under adverse conditions. All bentgrasses can be 
closely clipped. Sow 2 pounds of seed to each 1,000 square 
feet for new turt 

Fescues. The fescue group has long been favored for 
lawns where the soil is sandy and light or where shade 
is a problem. Some of the newer strains are more disease 
resistant than the old. Rainier has a rich, deep-green 
color. ‘Trinity Illahee are

Soil scientists have decided they were wrong. It’s all 
right to feed your perennial plants with a balanced 
plant food in late fall 
In the past, they recommended fall application of 
only one of the major plant foods, phosphorus. It was 
thought that the other two foods, nitrogen and potash, 
would be washed out of the soil before plants could use 
them in the spring 
Now the soil ¢ Xperts find that most of the nitrogen 
and nearly all of the potash is held in the soil, too, 
particularly when the soil has clay in it 
Most balanced plant foods contain nitrogen in the 
ammonium form, which sticks to clay. The nitrate 
;. forms, however, tend to leach out of the root zone 
This means you can feed your lawn or garden in the 
fall after your plants go dormant. But if you have a 
sandy soil, you'll save plant food by applying it only 


during the growing season.

coarse-leafed fescue strain recommended for use in dry areas. 
The fescues should be sowed rather heavily, as much as 4 
pounds to 1,000 square feet. They are often included in 
lawn-erass mixtures because of their shade tolerance. 
Zoysias. There are two main types of this grass, Matrella 
and Japonica. Because of the scarcity of seed, most lawns are 
started from sprigs and runners. They are most widely used 
in the transition zone between cool-season and warim-season 
grasses. Meyer zoysia, a new type, has been highly touted in 
the past two or three years. It is unusually aggressive and 


resistant to drouth. It combines well with Merion bluegrass. 


Grasses for the South 


Bermuda grass. Bermuda is the standard of the South. 
Because of its vigorous growth, it will make a good turf in 
one season from seed. Itean be clipped short — some types as 
close as |!» inch. Its handicaps include tendency to brown at 
the first frost, and a bad habit of invading flower beds. This 
ageressive nature also means that Bermuda lawns almost 
never need a reseeding. Where the lawns are poor, the 
remedy is usually more plant food, particularly nitrogen 

A new variety of Bermuda, called U-3, has much more 
cold-resistance than the original type. It looks promising as 
a transition grass between the cool and warm areas. It has 
been grown satisfactorily as far north as Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Cincinnati, and Kansas City. 

Other new Bermudas include ‘Tifline, Gene ‘Tift, and 
Tiflawn. These have finer leaves than common Bermuda 
and make a smoother turf. None of the Bermudas are satis- 
factory in the shade. The improved varieties must be propa- 
gated from sprigs or sod 

Centipede. In the Lower South, centipede grass has been 
used for producing a passable lawn with little effort. Some 
new types, more resistant to cold, are being tested. Most 
centipede is started from runners or sod, but some seed is 
now being produced. 

St. Augustine. This is one of the best gvrasses for shade in 
the Lower South, and it also thrives in the Southwest, where 
it can be watered freely. St. Augustine makes a coarse turf, 
but it is spongy and thick. [t is started from sprigs or sod. 

Carpet grass. This grass is best on sandy soil of the Deep 
South and along the Gulf Coast. [It requires more moisture 
than Bermuda, but is better in the shade. Propagation is by 


sprigs and sod. 


When you buy grass 


Wherever you live, and whatever your problem, remem- 
ber that price per pound of seed doesn’t determine the final 
expense. Read the labels, and reject any seed or mixture of 
seed that has less than 80 percent guaranteed germination. 
Where other things are equal, look for a low weed-seed count. 

You have several choices when vou buy grass. You can 
buy either seed or sod. If vou buy seed, you'll have the addi- 
tional choice of buying a mixture or one grass alone. 

Seed mixtures are most useful when you are trying to 
establish a lawn on a problem area where shade or soil 
conditions make it difheult for the major lawn grass to grow. 
By using a mixture, vou have a better chance of getting a 
grass that will thrive in the poor location. 

If vou are in a hurry to get a new lawn or to patch bald 
spots, you may want to invest in sod. 

Sod has the advantage of speed, but it will not give you a 
better lawn than seed. The final excellence of your lawn will 
depend on how well you prepare the planting bed, and how 


wisely you select your grass.

You have a choice of ways to start grass 


Seeding is most economical 
way of starting grass, and fall 
is good time. Grass started 
then takes off early in spring 
before weeds can take hold. 

Pulverize soil to depth of 6 
or 8 inches, whether you are 
patching bare spot or starting 
a complete new lawn. Use 
shovel on small spots, power 
equipment on large areas 

Don’t waste seed— sow no 
more than recommended rate 
Special seeders viveeven dis- 
tribution.

Small squares of sod, called 
plugs, are another dependable 
way of starting new lawns 
Plugs can be used for any 
grass that spreads by runners, 
such as Bermuda. They are 
less satisfactory for starting 
lawns of grasses that grow in 
bunches, like bluegrass. 
Prepare soil as for seeding 
Space plugs | foot apart 
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Sprigs, or “runners, are used 
for grassed for which seeds 
aren't available. Prepare soil 
same as for seeding 

Sprigs are also used for 
vetting fast growth on slopes. 

Scoop out holes with trow- 
el or hoe, plant sprig on slant 
at |-foot intervals. Firm soil 
with foot, and water 

Method is common with 
Bermuda, centipede grasses. 





Sodding is quickest way to 
get a new lawn. Because of 
expense, it often is combined 
with sprigging or seeding

Keep asking yourself, 
“What else’ You stand a better 
chance of hitting something with a 
shotgun or a machine gun than 
you do with a single shot from a 
rifle! 


Questions unlock secrets 


Osborn insists that there can be 
no sure-footed, scientific techniques 
in the application of imagination 
But as in any art, the ‘‘techniques”’ 
are really knacks. tricks, or tactics 
by which imagination can be 
primed and made more produc- 
tive. In piling up lists of alterna- 
tives, new ways of doing things, or 
new applications of existing ideas,

the questions raised by designers, 
scientists, and inventors work 
equally well for anyone seeking to 
unlock the secret of a personal 
problem or to develop a better way 
of doing things. Questions such as: 

“In what new ways could this be 
used?” (Manufacturers are con- 
stantly redesigning their products 
with this in mind.) ‘‘How could 
this be modified to fit a new use?” 

“What else could be made from 
this?” (Dr. George Washington 
Carver thought up over 300 useful 
articles in which peanuts could be 
used.) “To what other uses could 
this be put?”’ (A well-known scour- 
ing pad got its start in the kitchen 
sink. A new tire-cleaning use then 
opened up another market—a big 
one consisting of 16,000,000 white- 
walled tires.) “‘For what other uses 
would these aptitudes be best fit- 
ted?” (Daniel M. Eisenberg set out 
to find two rich great-uncles with 
whom his family had lost touch. 
He never located them, but he 
found he had a talent for turning 
up missing relatives of others. That 
led to his idea of operating a “‘miss- 
ing-persons”’ bureau.) 

In any search for ideas, it pays to 
pursue all possible parallels. Ask 
yourself: “What can I make this 
look like?” “What idea can I 
adapt?” (These are legitimate and 
helpful questions that can be used 
equally well when remodeling a 
house, starting a new business, or 
revamping office procedures.)
